The church was erected in the sum­

11 minutes, 1 sec­ 
ond, or in Township 9 north, Range 1 
east. 
This makes the new center ab out 
thirty miles west and two miles north 
of the center of population as fixed in 
1900, which was on the farm of Henry 
Marr, ab out five or six miles southeast 
of this city . 
Mr. Miller does not vouch for the j 
ab solute accuracy of the location of i 
the center, b ut thinks lie has made a 
reasonab ly close guess. 
He has fig­ 
ured the center in the same manner
